The Allies repeatedly have said 
they won’t turn a single prisoner 
back to the Reds against his will.* 
The Communists also have an­ 
other new plan. It wras drafted for 
the final clause of a Korean ar­ 
mistice. It will be unveiled > tur- 
day before a full-dress session of 
truce negotiators. 
Originally, the Communists sug­ 
gested a three-point recommenda­ 
tion for a high-level post-armistice 
conference—withdrawal of all for­ 
eign troops from Korea; settlement 
of the Korean peace, and settle­ 
ment of other Asian problems re­ 
lated to the Korean question.

PARIS P—Premier Edgar Faure 
d e m a n d e d early 
today that 
France's National Assembly ap- 
prove a six-nation European army 
j with Germans in it or get a new 
government. 
But Faure said the United States 
and Great Britain must guarantee 
that Germany won’t threaten Eur­ 
ope with war again. 
The premier, whose government 
has held office for only four weeks, 
designated the vote on the inter­ 
national army plan a ballot of con­ 
fidence — one in which a defeat 
would cause the cabinet’s resigna­ 
tion. 
But as a stop to French fears of 
German rearmament, he endorsed 
a provision to the motion calling 
for the U.S. and Britain—neither of 
which will be members of the pro­ 
jected European arm y—to keep the 
proposed force together. In other 
words, don’t let Germany pull her 
troops out and set up her own in­ 
dependent army. 
The 
motion 
also voiced once 
again French opposition to recon­ 
stitution of either a German na­ 
tional army of a German general 
staff. France, Faure’s government 
said in effect, wants the Germans 
rearmed as members of a Euro­ 
pean army or not at all. 
Vote on the motion—and on the 
fate of Faure’s government — will 
come Saturday. 
By making the motion one of con­ 
fidence, Faure brought powerful 
pressure on Socialist deputies who 
do not want to see a rearmed Ger­ 
many, but at the same time hesi­ 
tate to plunge their own country 
into another of the many cabinet 
crises that have plagued it in mod­ 
ern times. 
Faure won an early victory Wed­ 
nesday night from the assembly, 
which beat back by a 384-240 vote

But enforcement chief Anthony 
Rutkowski said the change might 
open up gambling at taverns. “ I 
haven’t heard a n y perm it holders 
complain about the regulation as it 
is now,” he declared. 
The present regulation provides 
that liquor permit* may be sus­ 
pended or revoked if “any person” 
is convicted of gambling or per­ 
mitting gambling on the premise* !

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TAX BITE GETS BIGGER. This year’s federal income tax for a m arried man with two children 
and an income of $4,000 will be more than 13 tim es the tax on $4,000 12 years ago. Assuming Con­ 
gress does not further increase the tax. the levy on his 1952 income of $4,000 will be $271. compared 
with $19 36 in 1940. The tax, which jumped to $115.60 in 1941—along with the preparedness program 
before U.S. entry into World War II—hit a peak o f $418 in 1944. It dropped to a postwar low of $203 
in 1948. when income-splitting under joint return for m arried couples and increase in exemptions from 
$.500 to $600 went into effect. After the start of wa r in Korea, the tax was boosted in October, 1950. 
was still higher in 1951 than in 1950 and will be still higher in 1952 «because of another increase last 
November*. While the actual amount of the tax increase since 1940 is larger for the single person 
than th£ m arried man with two children, the percentage of increase for the single person is only 
about half as large. That’s because back in 1940 the single person already paid a much larger tax 
on a given income owing to the fact that he couldn't claim as many exemptions as the m arried per­ 
son, particularly the m arried person with dependent children.
